Rate 20 Cents 


1927-1928 Levy Jumped 
From $1.75 to $1.95 
In New Budget 
F 
ACED BY O N E of the largest 
programs of expenditures 
in 
the county’s history, the board 
of supervisors jumped the county 
tex rate from $1.75 to $1.95, an in­ 
crease of 20 cents, when the tax 
budget was adopted and the rate 
fixed late yesterday. 
The new rate of $1.55 inside of 
cities is the highest the county 
has had, having been equalled only 
in 1915 and 1916. This year’s tax 
levy will am ount to 13,007,042.60. 
compared w ith $2,433,132.21 for last 
year. 
Under the inside rate the 
levy will be $2,608,541.50 this year, 
compared 
with 
$2,060,254.67 
last 
year. while the outside levy will 
be $99,625,250 this year, compared 
with $93,219,435 last year. 
The new rate was adopted over 
the vote of Supervisor S. II. Fin­ 
ley, of Santa Ana, who explained 
th at he opposed it unless the board 
would transfer $100,000 from the 
auto license tax to the county good 
roads fund, as in past years, and 
reduce the tax rate to th at extent. 
H aving recently abandoned 
that 
policy the board did not consider 
Finley’s proposal and he cast his 
vote in the negative. 
Supervisor W illard Smith, of Or­ 
ange, also made an attem pt to 
have the rate on the county good 
roads fund reduced, in order to 
equalize, a t least to some extent, 
the increaae forced in other quar­ 
ters, such as the county genera] 
fund, which was raised from % rate 
of 16 cents to 35 cents.

It has a range of almost 
six octaves and the keyboard pre­ 
sents the same general appearance 
as a modem one. 
The apinnet is 
extremely tall, however, and may

spinnet is from the collection of J. 
G. Milburn#, of Laguna Beach, and 
has been awarded first prize as the 
oldest antique in the tent. 
An English carved chest, built In 
1725, is displayed, and comes from 
J. M. Brownell, of Balbos, while a 
hair cloth covered 
chair, 
which 
came around the horn in the old 
sailing ship period, is exhibited by 
Lewis Moulton, of El Toro. 
A map of the western hemisphere. J 
made in 1726, is one of the most 
interesting documents in the col­ 
lection. 
It shows California ae an 
island stretching up the western 
coast 
of 
North 
America. 
The I 
northeastern part of our continent 
is shown as 
unexplored 
teritory. 
Although considerably distorted, the 
American continents present a re­ 
markable likeness in the map to the 
actual shape which they have. Tfce 
document is from the Brownwell 
collection.

A. M. Stanley, secretary of the 
Orange county farm bureau, at the 
fair grounds today told the story 
of his ancestry and his birth in a 
camp wagon in northern Califor­ 
nia. 
Stanley’s 
parent# 
had 
scheduled 
the event for Oregon 
and were on their way toward the 
border when the old conveyance 
broke down. 
Consequently, Stan­ 
ley became a native son of the 
Golden state. 
His 
great 
grandfather was 
a 
first cousin to Sequoia, a Chero­ 
kee 
Indian, 
who invented 
the 
written 
Cherokee 
language 
and 
printed the first Indian newspaper 
in the world. 
Stanley is only one- 
sixty-fourth Indian, and wears the 
regalia at the Orange county fair, 
where he knows all the natives and 
can equal them in their ceremon­ 
ial dances. 
Stanley was born near Lower 
lake, in Lake county, and grew 
up among the northern California 
Indiana, 
learning their language, 
habits and tribal customs. 
At the 
age of six he was made a mem­ 
ber of the P itt tribe, which flour­ 
ished near P itt river, California. 
He continually ran away from 
home to visit his Indian friends 
and earned the name of Koh-No- 
Te-Nah, which means little boy 
who runs away. 
In 1898 the Piute Indians were 
preparing to make war on 
the 
whites in order to regain their 
land. 
All the families near the 
Stanley ranch left their home and 
went to Adon, a 
nearby 
town. 
Every night the Indians burned 
their signal fires on tho hills back 
of the town and called on the 
spirits of their departed warriors 
to return and given them aid. The 
Stanley 
family 
remained 
at 
its 
farm although all others left. They 
were promised 
that 
they would 
not 
be molested, 
owing 
to the 
fact that they had been so friendly. 
The ancient battle chiefs of the 
Pluto tribe failed to put in an 
appearance and the war never de­ 
veloped, Stanley said. 
When the 
neighbors returned to their farms, 
the Stanley family was doing busi­ 
ness as usual and had the laugh 
on those who had rushed for the 
town.

I'm glad to read that a tourist who recently 
painted scriptural inscriptions on prominent rocks 
on the Bright Angel trail in the Grand Canyon 
was made to remove the paint or take the alterna­ 
tive of paying the penalty prescribe** by law for 
the defacement of scenic features within a national 
park. 
The fact th at this sort of thing is done in 
the name of the painter's idea of religion does not 
make ft any the less in bad taste, not to mention 
the unlawful feature of it. 
The national parks have performed a fine service 
for the West in putting commercial advertising on 
scenery under the ban and so making it unpopular 
elsewhere. 
But the man who paints "Prepare to 
meet thy God” and similar warnings on the land­ 
scape seemed to be privilege I. 
And now he knows 
he isn’t, 
I once rode a mule down the Bright Angel trail. 
In that first 1000-foot drop I hoped the mule would 
not be made nervous by these warnings and re­ 
minders that it would be stiff sledding to the bot­ 
tom and probably sure death. But the mule was as 
serene as he was sure-footed and nothing happened. 
Only a fool needs to be reminded in such a place 
that there is a God and that he is face to face with 
Him—though not any more than he is every day In 
the week. 
It wouldn’t do the fool any good, and 
persons with a thorough respect for Gods handi­ 
work and for religion are as much offended by thts 
form of advertising as by the other kind when it 
ii out of place.
